Ardisia crenulata

rush. All young seedlings should be kept growing right 
along and any that have filled their pots with roots 
should have a shift as they may require it. On the way 
the compost is prepared depends much of success or fail- 


ure in growing these plants. A compost of fibrous loam 
three parts, fibrous peat and well rotted cow manure one 


part each, with some leaf mold and sand will be to their 


liking. Give them a temperature of about 55 degrees 
at night. Allow room between the plants and place 


them where they can have full sun to help color up 
their fruit. Do not keep them too warm in the day 
time; anywhere from 65 to 70 degrees will do all right. 
When kept too warm they are apt to force out a pre- 
mature growth which is not wanted.

Care of Violets 


I suppose that everybody who planted a house of vio- 
lets last spring for the coming season has been pains- 
taking and thorough in the care of same. However do 
not think that they are in such good shape that you can 
afford to neglect them. The spraying overhead should 
not be overdone; it should not take the form of very 
heavy syringing now, and from now on should only ‘be 
done during forenoon hours on bright days, while the 
wetting down of walks and dampening of approaches 
should also be done only on sunny days. Violets are air- 
loving plants, so see that they have plenty of ventilation. 
Unless you have a demand for very early flowers, it is 
much better to keep the first early buds pinched off and 
not let them come into bloom until you have a good de- 
mand, and then, too, the first are so inferior in quality 
that it is a detriment to one’s reputation as a first class 
grower to let such go out from an establishment. Look 
over and thoroughly clean every crown, to make sure

that no larvae of insects or black spot on leaves is carried 
through the house and look out closely that no aphis of 
any kind gets a foothold. 


Cannas 

Cannas should be correctly labeled before lifting. 
Let them have a moderate freezing, and dig them on a 
sunny day. Do not shake the soil from the roots. We 
have never failed to winter canna roots with scarcely 
any loss by putting them on boards beneath a carnation 
bench. If the ground is damp and no boards are put 
down they will start to grow. From this time until 
time to take them up-to start them there should be no 
need of watering the carnations so copiously that there 
is any drip. Drip is very injurious to canna roots. 
That is why a place beneath a plant bench will not do. 
Shelves in a dry shed with a minimum temperature of 
15 to 48 degrees will answer better than any other place. 
Look them over occasionally during the winter and 
where they show any signs of decaying remove the dis- 
eased roots so it won’t spread through the rest. 


Lorraine Begonias 

Begonia Gloire de Lorraine will just now be starting 
to send up the growth that will make it such a charming 
plant at Christmas, and now is a good time to do what 
tying is necessary. Some use three or four small stakes 
and surround the plants with a of silkaline. 
Others prefer one stake in the center of the plant and the 
branches supported by a tie of this material. This 
should be done soon, so that the plant has time to assume 
Some of these are now sufficient- 
ly well bloomed to be quite salable. If they have been 
grown along in a moderately warm house give them one 
now where a minimum of 50 degrees is kept. Stand 
them well up to the light. Sunlight will not harm them 
in the least. It is a good plan to suspend a number over 
the paths by wire hangers. Use care in watering and 
give liquid stimulants occasionally. Ventilate carefully 
as we are running into the shorter and darker days 
now.

Out Door Roses 

From now on and up to the first week in November is 
a good time to plant outside H. P. roses. Make the soil 
rich, but do not place the manure so it comes directly 
in contact with the roots. Do not plant too deep or too 
shallow as one is as bad as the other. See that the soil 
is worked well in and around the roots and left in a 
firm state. On or about the 20th of November give them 
a liberal coating of course manure around the base of the 
plant, so it forms a cone of about ten inches high.

Repotting Fruit Trees 


This is a job that should now be pushed through. 
Soon after the leaves assume their autumn tints is the 
best time to repot or remove fruit trees. There is little 
danger of buds dropping or any other mishap if they 
receive ordinary care after being overhauled at this 
season. Where only a very limited number are grown 
the job will not occupy much time but where they are 
numbered by the hundred it is quite a consideration. It 
always pays to erect a temporary bench close to where 
the trees are plunged in preference to carrying them 
into the potting shed where probably head room is lim- 
ited with doors and other obstacles have to be reckoned 
with. The less the trees are moved around the better it 
is for them (and also for those who are responsible for 
the moving of them). The moving question is often the 
chief cause of so many trees losing their bottom limbs. 
After amassing considerable weight they are not the 
handiest of things to move around and often we find that 
the bottom branches have been broken. It may be found 
very awkward to hold up a large tree growing in a pot or 
tub so that the pot or tub can be removed. This can be 
overcome by looping a piece of soft rope around the base 
of the main stem and passing a carrying bar through the 
other end. Let one end of the bar rest on the bench and if 
the rope is of proper length, by lifting on the other end 
of the bar the tree, pot and all, will be suspended in the 
air and removal will be easy. It will be found that the 
bar has to be passed through the center of the tree and 
not on one side of it or a number of branches will surely 
be broken. 

The drainage of either pots or tubs is of the greatest 
importance. As no great quantity can be used it must 
be put in the most scientific way to pass all the water. 
Use broken pots for all drainage where they are to be 
had. If scarce use one large erock over the hole of the 
pot and some broken bricks on the top and sides of it. 
These crocks must be placed so that the hollow side is 
underneath. It should be understood that all pots used 
for this work should be sound, clean and dry as if other-

Miscellaneous 

Among the “many things” is fall spraying of all kinds 
of fruit trees. Spraying at this season is not given half 
the consideration that it deserves. It has “got some- 
thing on” spring spraying in more ways than one. First, 
inasmuch as the rush of work is not near so pressing as 
in spring and therefore the job is more likely to be done 
and to be done more thoroughly. Secondly, because if 








wise there will be great difficulty in getting them out 
next fall. 

The soil should be of the best half decayed loam with 
plenty of lime rubble and charcoal mixed into it to keep 
it open after being rammed. so hard. Let this opening 
material pass through the inch seive before using. If 
the soil is any way poor add a little bone meal. Mix 
this thoroughly and see that the rough material does not 
go all in the same place but is evenly distributed 
throughout. Do not rush the trees into large pots or 
tubs right away but give them only one size larger pot 
each year or replace them in the same size that they have 
This is done by reducing the ball with a 
hand cultivator. Trees that are a mass of roots will not 
allow this and must have a shift. Take a little of the 
old soil off the top of the ball whereever it is possible 
and also off the sides. These hard-wooded trees cannot 
he potted too hard if the soil has sufficient open material 
in it and is fairly dry when being used. Never pot with 
a soil that is on the wet side. Rammers of all sizes 
will be needed during the potting according to the size 
of the shift. They must be narrow enough to pass be- 
tween the ball and the side of the pot and reach right 
down to the bottom. Only a small amount of soil can 
he worked down at a time; if a large amount is at- 
tempted the chances are that the bottom will not be 
reached and a cavity will be left instead of having the 
soil completely round the ball. After potting is com- 
pleted remove them to a convenient place with an ash 
bottom which will help to keep out the worms. A little 
soot sprinkled over the crocks will prevent worms from 
coming in for some time. Have the trees watered svon 
after potting and see that this is a thorough watering 
for any dryness at the roots from the time they are 
potted until they are in flower will be disastrous for the 
flower buds will drop very easily.

scale (be it San Jose or oyster shell) be killed now, 
some of the trees’ vitality will be conserved which would 
else have been used in keeping these parasites alive till 
spring. 

As soon as the leaves are fallen is the time and 
then give two good sprayings to all fruit trees including 
the small fruits, such as currants and raspberries if San 
Jose scale is bad in your vicinity. Use one of the oil 
sprays or lime-sulphur as convenient, and after that 
follow with caustic potash which will destroy all nests of 
caterpillars’ eggs or any other insect eggs. This caustic 
wash is prepared as follows: To make ten gallons of 
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Nephrolepis Tuberosa Plumosa 


A very useful and dis- 
tinct dwarf-growing fern is 
shown in the accompanying 
illustration. It is one of 
the recent introductions of

Nephrolepis  tuberosa is 
naturally a tougher and 
hardier species than N. ex- 
altata from which most of 
our well known forms of 
Nephroleprs have sprung. 
It is a native of Japan. The 
form plumosa is very beauti- 
ful on account of the light 
moss-green color of the 
crests at the tip of the pin- 
nae as contrasted with the 
very dark green of the rest 
of the frond. One other 
good quality is that however 
dense the plant may grow 
there is never any mildew 
or rot at the centre and it 
may be wet with impunity, 





without the danger of damping off at the centre as some of the close growing exaltata forms are liable to do. 





the wash, dissolve one pound of caustic soda in three 
gallons of water, then add three-fourths lb. of pearlash 
(crude carbonate of soda) and to this add three-fourths 
lb. of dissolved soap. Dilute with water to make ten 
gallons. Exercise care in handling this as it is liable to 
burn hands or face. Use rubber gloves and spray only 
on a still day. I have used this wash for painting the 
dormant wood of grapevines in treating for mealy-bug 
and found it very efficacious, killing the bug and its eggs 
and not harming the vines. 
Trenching 

In British gardens this is a time-honored winter job in 
the vegetable garden and it is very desirable that more 
of it should be done in our American gardens as by 
this method the growing soil is deepened, its fertility is 
increased and its drouth-resisting qualities are greatly 
improved. By trenching more of the soil is exposed to 
the alternate action of thawing and freezing and is there- 
fore disintegrated at a more rapid rate than would be 
the case if left to lie in its ordinary position. This, in 
addition to the deepening, is among the most important 
benefits gained by trenching. Owing to the severity of 
the winters here this operation has usually to be done 
during the months of October or November, so now is 
the time to get busy. Do not undertake too much, but 
lay out a piece that you might reasonably expect to finish 
before hard frost and then proceed with due caution. 

This caution is necessary owing to the fact that (un- 
fortunately) there is only six to ten or at the most 
twelve inches of good soil in the majority of gardens, 
and care must be taken not to attempt to go too deep 
at first and bring up too much of the barren subsoil. 
About eighteen inches will be enough for the first season 
of drenching, then when you get around to this patch 
again (in the course of a year or two) you might venture 
two feet and then two feet six inches, and so on till the 


desired three feet of good soil is ultimately obtained 
but this of course is the work of years of patient labor 
and perseverance. 

The operation of trenching is so well known to most 
gardeners that it seems almost superfluous to describe it, 
but there may be some beginners who would like a little 
light on this method of improving garden soils. Com- 
mence at one side or end of the plot to be trenched and 
lay it out in straight lines by placing stakes at either end, 
8 feet apart; the second stake from either outside can 
be set 18 inches from the first one. Then dig out every 
other three-foot space and lay it on either side in such 
manner as will best expose it to the action of the weather, 
digging to such depths as suggested above. Obviously 
this only does one-half of the plot each year so that it 
takes two years to trench each plot. 

The foregoing is the old-fashioned method in its es- 
sential features, but if it is desirable to do the entire 
piece at once then I would lay it off in three-foot spaces 
as before and take the entire soil from the first space 
and wheel or cart it alongside outside of the last three 
foot space, then shovel the second lot of soil on to space 
one and set it up in an inverted V-shaped ridge. Next 
empty space three onto space two and so on till the last 
space is empty and on this is ridged up the soil taken 
from the first space. This means the handling of every 
bit of the soil on the plot. But it is the only way that a 
piece of ground can be treated so as to deepen its culti- 
vated soil in one year. Doubtless double-digging ae- 
complishes something of the same object but does not ex- 
pose the soil so thoroughly as this process of ridging.

What shows again with us and Horricuirure’s 
are for news columns will bulge with lists of 
awards, etc., as of yore, no doubt.

Liming the Benches 
Where the last of the mulch is seen the benches will 
require a little lime, especially if the plants have not 
had a dose of it this season. Use only dry, air-slaked 
lime, that has been screened to make it free from all 
Apply just enough to whiten the benches along 
the surface. This will be all that will be required for 
the one dose. Follow with the hose, watering the plants 
well so that the water runs through the benches fairly 
good, ‘This will insure proper watering, and will also 
give every rootlet a chance to secure some of the lime. 
It is well to have the benches a little on the dry side 
when the lime is applied, for then the watering which is 
given afterward will be felt more by the plants and they 
will “wake up.” Do not apply another coat of mulch 
for at least a week after liming, for lime and manure 
should never be mixed. 
The Temperature at Night 
This ean still be kept up to 64 degrees F. even though 
the nights are much cooler. The days are still warm, 
and the thermometer is bound to run up at mid-day, and 
too great a difference in the two temperatures is some- 
thing that is not wanted. Hot water is not required as 
yet where steam can be used. It is very nice to have 
both. It is then a very simple matter to turn on a pipe 
or to take one off as may be needed. 
Sulphur on the Pipes 
Although it is advisable to apply a little sulphur to 
the pipes every now and then, there 
is danger ef overdoing it, as is the 
with many other greenhouse 
operations. Be very careful not to 
apply the sulphur all over the pipes. 
This would without doubt ruin the 
plants. Apply a little of it here and 
there along one of the pipes, about 
every twenty feet. Then be sure 
there is not more than ten pounds 
steam pressure on the pipes when 
the sulphur is applied. If the pipes 
are too hot the sulphur will evap- 
orate very rapidly; in many cases it 
will burn, and then there will be 
some damage done. It is a good 
idea to have a little air on the houses 
that are subjected to this treatment, 
for the ventilators will carry off any 
surplus frames and the fumes inside 
will never become strong enough to 
do harm. Where only hot water is 
used for heating, sulphur evap- 
orators will have to be resorted to. 
There are several of these on the 
market, but they must never be 
placed into the hands of an amateur. 
In fact one of the evaporators bears 
the inscription, “Place me not in the 
hands of a lunkhead.” This goes to 
that manufacturers of these

with the fumes. Whenever using sulphur, remember 
that the fumes of sulphur are the greatest enemies of 
plant growth, and if made teo strong, will kill the 
plants quicker than the disease. 


The Sod Heaps 

Are your sod heaps all put up, and ready for next 
spring? That is a question often asked here and there, 
and yet there are so many places where this important 
matter is left until the very last minute and then the 
teams, men and all, are rushed around to get the work 
done on time. Sometimes the sod heap will be put up 
on one end while the men will be chopping it down, and 
carrying it into the greenhouses on the other end. This 
may be a hurry way to do, but it is not the very best for 
the roses, and where the growers are none too careful 
the results of this haste will show in the diminished cut 
of roses, poorer plants, and in more cases than one, plant 
diseases. Put up your sod heaps in the fall, and avoid 
a good many troubles. 


The Partly Cloudy, and Partly Sunny Days 

On such days as these it will be impossible to maintain 
a steady temperature, and the best thing to do is to re- 
duce the air when the temperature falls below 72 degrees 
and then put on more air should the houses go above 78. 
Usually these clouds are accompanied by a heavy wind, 
and it will be found very convenient to keep a little 
steam right on hand to turn into the houses, should it 
become necessary.

GARDENERS’ AND FLORISTS’ CLUB 


OF BOSTON. 
The October meeting of this club 
happened to strike upon one of the 


most stormy and disagreeable nights 
ever experienced at this season. Some 
sixty or seventy members, however, 
managed to show up, which was cer- 
tainly a compliment to M. C. Ebel, of 
Madison, N. J., who was scheduled to 
read a paper on “The Real Gardener.” 
Mr. Ebel was on deck all right and 
accompanied by his fellow-townsman, 
Chas. H. Totty, who took advantage 
of the opportunity to show the Boston 
people some of the beautiful early- 
blooming chrysanthemums which he is 
exploiting. 

Chairman Downs reported for the 
committee on landscape gardening 
class, regretfully stating that owing 
to the lack of pupils and general in- 
difference to the advantages offered 
by these classes the committee could 
not recommend the resumption of the 
work. Mr. Downs asked to be re 
lieved from the responsibilities which 
he had carried during the past year, 
and his request was finally acceded 
to with reluctance and a standing vote 
of thanks. 

Resolutions on the death of the late 
J. M. Gleason were read by the secre- 
tary. 

Mr. Ebel’s paper gave much pleas- 
ure to the audience. He urged the 
professional gardener to help clear the 
field of pretenders and incompetents 
by application, study and organization 
and thus elevate his profession to its 
rightful position before the world. He 
gaid that the great problem confront- 
ing the profession just now is how to 
properly bring to the knowledge of 
people who employ gardeners the abil- 
ity of the practical gardener, the lack 
of such knowledge and consequent 
recognition causing the loss of oppor- 
tunity to conscientious and capable 
representatives of the craft. He par- 
ticularly urged that the gardener en- 
deavor by attire, deportment and pa- 
tient fidelity to foster closer confiden- 
tial relationship between his employer 
and himself. We shall take opportu- 
nity to publish some extracts from Mr. 
Ebel’s paper in our next issue. 

J. K. M. L. Farquhar followed with 
some interesting remarks. He said 
that the only way to advance horticul- 
ture is to advance the horticulturist. 
Elevate the gardener and you elevate 
the profession. Time, patience and 
self-denial are needed for the founda- 
tion for a successful life work in the 
field of gardening. Facilities for ac- 
quiring a good horticultural education 
are available now in this country, of 
which the young men of European 
countries would gladly avail them- 
selves, but cannot. If the young gar- 
deners do not occupy the great land- 
scape gardening field now open it will 
be pre-empted by the landscape archi- 
tects and engineers and their great op- 
portunity will be irrecoverably gone. 
William Downs talked in similar strain 
and instanced the indifference dis- 
played towards the landscape garden- 
classes of the Gardeners’ and 
Club as showing the fatal 
mistake the young men are making. 
Robert Cameron did not agree with 
the preceding speakers.

Several English, and one or two 
New Zealand houses are quoting peas 
at very low prices. It is well to point 
out one fact, however, with reference 
to the New Zealand peas. These are 
not harvested until about the first of 
the year, and cannot be delivered in 
this country until about April, conse- 
quently they arrive too late for the 
current season's trade, and must be 
carried over until the next season. It 
may be taken for granted that any 
peas offered for immediate delivery 
are of last season’s crop. 

We recently stated that beans would 
be a very short crop, basing our state- 
ment on information from several of 
the leading growers. We have recently 
seen some quotations and estimates 
from other growers somewhat in con- 
flict with the earlier statements. We 
still believe, however, that most va- 
rieties of seed beans will be. short, 
and the fact that most growers are 
not willing to quote prices, and that 
the leading wholesaters will not, indi- 
cates quite clearly that our former es- 
timate of the situation is about right. 
It seems pretty well understood that 
all varieties of dwarf limas will be 
short, particularly the Fordhook and 
the Burpee’s Improved. It is doubt- 
ful if over 50 per cent. of a crop is 
realized from the former, and quite 
possibly it will be under this figure. 

We have nothing new to offer in the 
way of news as to the seed corn crop, 
but rather inclined to the opinion that 
the reports of damage by the early 
frosts of last month were more or less 
exaggerated. J/ndoubtedly there will 
be seed corn enough to meet all rea- 
sonable requirements. While prices 
are likely to rule somewhat higher 
than last season, they are not going 
to reach any alarming figures.

Flower Market Reports 


Things are not as rosy 
in this market as would 


BOSTON 
be wished. The weather 
has been very unpropitious for the re- 
tail trade, nearly two weeks of drizzle, 
fog and downpour with but one or two 
bright days intervening, having been 
experienced. Notwithstanding this 
the receipts of flowers have been 
mounting up although it cannot be 
said that quality has kept pace with 
quantity. Chrysanthemums are rapid- 
ly increasing and the influx has hardly 
begun yet. A depressing effect on 
other stock is unavoidable and prices 
have sagged along the line, except in 
a way on roses, which have remained 
stationary for the past two weeks. 
Carnations have weakened consider- 
ably, however. Yet it must be ad- 
mitted that taking into consideration 
the very large amount of material 
coming in under very unfavorable con- 
ditions the trade has been clearing it 
up pretty well. 
A period of ten days 


BUFFALO of real hot weather has 
been broken up by a 
heavy wind storm and rain and it 


came on Saturday causing 50 per cent 
of the Saturday sales to fall off. Sat- 
urday was looked forward to by the 
wholesalers as a clean-up day but such 
did not materialize. Roses suffered, 
also other stock, it being an impossi- 
bility to keep stock in saleable condi- 
tion. Shipments, especially of Killar- 
ney, Richmond and other roses and 
dahlias were most affected. The lat- 
ter were in heavy supply and the mar 
ket was overloaded. Carnations have 
come on heavier and the receipts on 
everything else have increased. As- 
ters and other outdoor stuff are still re- 
ceived and are not worth the handling. 
Chrysanthemums are coming on more 
plentiful each day. The trade is look- 
ing for cold weather and it will be 
welcomed when it does come.

Indications are that 
carnations will not be really abundant 
till after All Saints’ Day, for which 
growers are now anticipating a good 
demand. American Beauties are now 
of excellent quality and the cuts were 
so large last week that prices did not 





lengths. The greatest demand as usual 
is for the medium lengths. All kinds 
of roses are coming in quantity and 
there appears demand enough to use 
them all. Miscellaneous flowers are 
narrowing down. Violets are arriving 
in better condition. Lilies are more 
plentiful. The new varieties of roses 
are attracting more attention as the 
fall advances. 

The demand last 
week was not up to 
that of preceding 
weeks. It was only on Monday and 
Saturday that there was satisfactory 
clearances. During the intervening 
days stock crowded considerably and 
some finally went to the ash barrel. 
The unsatisfactory condition of the 
market is due both to a slower demand 
and the large final influx of outdoor 
stock. With heavier receipts the mar- 
ket for the outdoor blooms has eased 
so considerably that only the best 
brings a fair figure. Quite a few of

ment by the said defendant. 

4. And it is hereby referred to as 
Master of this Court, who is hereby ap- 
pointed to take and state the account of 
sald gains, profits and advantages, and 
assess such damages and to report thereon 
with all convenient speed; and the defend 
ant, his agents, officers, attorneys, clerks, 
servants, workmen and all in privity with 
him are hereby directed and required to 
attend before said Master from time to 
time as required, and to produce before 
him such books, papers, vouchers, and 
documents, ond to submit to such oral ex- 
amination as the Master may require. 

5. That a perpetual injunction issure 
out of and under the seal of this Court, 
directed to the said defendant, and his 
agents, servants, workmen, attorneys, 
elerks, and any and all persons acting by, 
through or under the authority of, or in 
privity with, the defendant, enjoining and 
restraining them, and each of them, from 
lirectly or indirectly making or causing to 
be made, using or causing to be used, or 
vending to others to be used, in any man- 
ner, and devices containing, embodying or 
employing the invention covered by said 
Letters Patent and particularly claimed in 
claims 1, 4, 5 and 6 thereof, or from in- 
fringing upon or violating the said Let- 
ters Patent in any way whatsoever. 

6. That the complainant do recover of 
the defendant his costs and disbursements 
of this suit to be taxed and that the ques- 
tion of increase of damages and all other 
questions be reserved until the coming of 
the Master's report.
